To the question, “Do you favor compulsary military training for | 
Canadian “-Youth?”, 68 p.c. answered yes and 26 p.c. answered 
Six p.c. were unable to decide barween the merits of a “pencil and 


a rifle. 


Survey showed male 
were more emphatic or at least 
more yocal in. their patriotism.! 
Righty-two p.c. favored 
training of some kind. 
the majority of women. students! 
favored enforced service (54 p.c.) 
they were rather loathe to divest 
themselves of male company for 
too long a period, Co-eds favored 
a six month training scheme over 
the 18 month plan advocated by 
male students. 

In the Faculty of Engineering, 
a slim majority answered the 
question affirmatively. Fifty-four 
p.c. (the same as the campus 
women). voted “Yes.” The Gate- 
way will not attempt to draw any 
conclusion. Agriculture students, 
on the other hand, showed no will- 
ingness to be kept down on the 
farm. A resounding 94 p.c. favor- 
ed universal military training. 

“Shucks, I guess my hogs kin 
git along fer a spell without me,” 
was the reaction of one Ag. 

Law students came up with a 
70-30 split in the positive side of 
the question. As might be expect- 
ed, all lawyers. interviewed © ex- 
pressed an opinion of one kind or 
another.
